received  the  number  of  their  respective  parent,  ft-tn  an  addition  of 
their  own  letter  in  respect  to  their  birth.  Por  instance,  John  w. 
Darst’s  eldest  child,  Cynthia,  received  the  letters  aa. ;  while  Maj. 

T.  a*  Darst ’ s  youngest  con,  Bishop  Darst,  recieved  the  letters  ck. 
ijjiq  fifth  gen*  receives  an  additional  letter,  ^or  example,  Dr.  Darst 
receives  the  letters  aba;  while  J.  w.  Babbitt  receives  the  letters 
afe*  By  striking  off  the  last  letter  one  may  identify  the  parent  by 
the  remaining  letters 


The  Darst  family  was  originall  of  one  of  two  nationalities-British 
or  German.  »*hich  of  these  two  the  family  was  no  one  can  be  certain. 
Very  little  tradition  and  no  written  family  records  have  been  handed 
down  to  us  and  there  are  few  public  records  in  existence  that  throw  a— 
ny  light  on  the  subject;  therefore,  all  that  can  be  done  is  to  present 
that  data  which  we  do  have  and  let  the  reader  draw  his  own  conclusion. 
In  presenting  the  facts  known  to  this  generation,  it  will  be  assumed 
that  the  name  Darst  was  changed  from  Durst. 


At  very  early  dates  there  were  Dursts  or  Dusts  ( for  the  names  or 
spellings  were  used  interchangeably)  in  England,  early  as  1655  there 
was  a  Thomas  Durst  or  Dust  who  was  Recfctor  or  Bridgehan  in  NorxOlx  Ccu- 
ty.  'She  name  was  prevelent  in  many  of  the  eastern  counties  of  ^nglanu- 
Huntingdon,  Lincoln,  Northampton,  Cambridge,  and  Norfolk-fron  which 
many  of  the  settlers  of  New  England  cane.  There  is  an  old  tradition 
in  both  our  family  and  the  Ohio  branch  of  che  family  to  the  effect  that 
three  Darst  brothers  cane  to  America  in  the  colonial  period  from. 
Scotland.  I  have  heard  this  story  from  many  of  the  older  generation 
and  understand  thr  t  Maj.  J.  H.  Darst  held  to  it.  It  was  entirely  possi 
le  for  a  branch  of  the  English  family  to  have  gone  first  to  Scotland

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If  our  ancestor  wa3  not  British  we  may  feel  sure  that  he  among  those  thousands 
who  journeyed  from  the  persecuted  land  of  the  Palatinate  in  South  Germany  to  Penn¬ 
sylvania  during  the  early  part  of  the  eighteenth  century.  Provided  that  this  is  true, 
we  may  he  reasonably  sure  that  we  are  descended  from  one  of  three  families,  Dorst, 
originally  Durst ler;  Der3t ,  originally  Der3ch;  or  Durst,  or  finally  Dierntj  though 
it  is  more  likely  that  it  is  the  last  family  from  which  we  descend.  I  bribers  of  all 
three  families  immigrated  to  Pennsylvania  from  iho  Palatinate  at  various  dates  bet  raven 
1710  and  1750,  among  whom  were  George  Adam  and  Robbcri  Dors: ;  Abraham,  trod crick, 
amd  and  Johann  Paul  Derst ;  and  «unrad,  George,  Jacob,  and  Johan  Peter 

I>ur3t.  These  and  others  settled  in  Pennsylvania ,  Maryland  and  the  Shenandoah.  Valley 
of  Virginia.  The  min  reasons  that  many  believe  that  the  Saonondgch  family,  from 
which  we  descend,  was  German,  are  that  so  many  German  Inins  ins  came  to  America;  that 
a  great  many  Germans  settled  in  the  Shenandoah  Valleyj  and  that  the  Shenandoah 
Valley  family  used  a  groat  many  Bible  first  names*  Abraham,  Isaac,  Benjamin,  etc.- 
which  were  peculiar  to  the  early  German  settlers. 


The  Burst  family  had  settled  in  Shenandoah  County,  Virginia,  as  early  as  1745, 
th  which  year  Abraham  Burst  was  born  there.  There  were  at  least  seven  children  of  xhis 
pioneer  Durst  living,  along  with  his  widow,  in  1777,  Abraham,  Paul,  Joseph,  Samuel, 
Isaac,  Benjamin,  and  Mary,  We  know  nothing  definite  of  Paul  Samuel,  and  Benjamin, 
though  we  shall  speak  ci  the  last  two  a  little  later,  in  addition  to  David  i>irst, 
who  is  believed  to  be  another  brother.  Abraham  moved  to  Gallia  County*  Ohio,  in  179V; 
changed  his  name  to  Durst  j  and  left  a  son  Joseph,  who  served  in.  the  VTar  of  1312., 

Joseph  Durst  married  Barbara  Good  Jan.  1,  1765.  Mary  Durst  married  Daniel  Br-inemon 
April  28,  1777  in  Rockingham  Count/.-,  Isaac  was  a  soldier  in  the  Revolution  and  died 
during  the  war.  One  Daniel  Durst  or  Darst  lived  in  Frederick  County,  Virginia, 
adjoining  Shenandoah  County.  He  may  have  been  related  to  the  Shenandoah  County  family, 
though  Daniel  was  a  more  common  name  with  the  Maryland  and  Pennsylvania  Dnrsts  and 
Durst s  than  with  the  Virginia  family. 


One  family  of  Ohio  Darst s  trace  their  ancestry  to  four  sons  of  one  Samuel  D^rst. , 
who  came  with  their  mother,  Mary  (Miller)  Darst.  then  a  widow,  to  near  Dayton,  Olio, 
about  1804  from  a  farm  on  Blackwater  River,  Franklin  ^our.t/>  Vr. ,  The  sons  were 
Abraham,  born  1784;  Isaac?  Jacob,  bom  17S6-  and  John,,  the  youngest.  The  father, 

Samuel  Darst,  came  from  a  large  family  and  had  n  brother  Benjamin,  '.’’hough,  tradition 
says  that  they  crime  from  Franklin  County,  no  Durst  or  Darst  records  can  be  found  in 
the  archives  of  either  Franklin  or  Bedford  County,  Srion  which  Franklin  was 
formed  in  1784.  Surely,  if  they  lived  on  a  farm  there,  there  would  be  a  deed  cr 
some  record  to  show  it;  and  if  Shore  was  a  large  family,  tneru  would  be  numerous 
records.  It  is  my  belief  that  this  Samuel  Darst  and  Samuel  Durst  or  Shenandoah 
were  one  and  the  same;  that  he  moved  for  a  short  time  to  Franklin  and  then  on  tc 
Ohio.  Since  there  was  no  other  large  family  of  Bursts  or  Dnrsts  in  Virginia,  excepting 
those  in  Shenandoah;  descendants  of  Samuel  Darst  in  Ohio  spell  the  name  both  Durst 
and  Darst  (they  also  spell  it  Dust);  There  is  a  great  sinidiarity  of  given  names 
among  the  children  of  Dnvic^,  Samuel,  and  Benjamin  Darst;  Samuel  had  a  brother 
Benjamin  we  know;  and  since  there  is  a  lack  of  any  Durst  or  Darst  records  in  Franklin 
County,  I  think  we  have  a  right  to  say  that  Samuel  Darst  was  a  brother  to  the 
Shenandoah  family. 


Knowing  that  Abraham  Durst  moved  to  Ohio  and  changed  hi3  name  to  Darst  and 
assuming  that  Samuel  Durst  did  the  same,  let  us  nov;  loam  something  of  David  Durst. 

He  was  bom  Doc.  18,  1857  in  Shenandoah  County;  moved  first  to  Kentucky  and  then 
to  Missouri,  where  he  changed  his  name  to  Darst  and  settled  at  "Darst  Bottom," 

Ho  served  in  the  American  Revolution  and  was  the  ancestor  of  the  Darsts  who  were 
prominent  in  the  Texas  Hevoluxion,  Two  of  his  sons  wore  early  settlers  in  Texas 
and  one  of  these,  Jacob,  died  at  the  Alcmo.  David  Durst  married  Rosetta  Holman 
and  left  issue  of  nine  children:  May,  Abraham,  Elizabeth..  Isaac,  Sarah,  J^cobt 
David  H. ,  Samuel,  and  Nancy.  Now,  what  would  lead  us  to  believe  that  he  was  a  bratner 
to  the  Shenandoah  Bursts?  First,  he  was  bom  in  Shenandoah  County..  Second,  note  that 
five  of  his  children,  Mary-  Abraham,  Isaac,  David  H. ,  and  Samuel  -,7Gro  given  names 
common  to  the  Shenandoah  family  and  their  descendants.  Third,  ho  changed  hrs  nano  to 
Darst  from  Durst,  ad  did  Abraham  and  Samuel.  'Thus,  I  feel  we  have  sufficient  evidence 
to  be  able  to  say  that  David  Darst  was  a  brother  to  Abraham-  Samuel,  Paul,  -°enj  .min. 
Mary,  Joseph,  and  Isaac  Durst. 


Now,  to  our  ancest,  Benjamin  Darst,  Sr*  The  first  record  of  him  wo  .hare  is  in 
1782,  at  which  time  he  was  living  in  Gcodchland  County,  Ya- ,  .possessed  of  lands  ?.tr' 
slaves.  However,  it  appears  that  ho  moved  from  some  other  place  to  Goochland,  since 
no  records  can  be  found  to  show  that  there  had  over  been  any  Dirsic  or  Durst  in 
tin  t  county  before.  'The  nearest  place  where  a  larog  Durst  or  Darst  family  could  be 
found  was  Shenandoah  County.  Thus,  I  reason  that  he  was  a  native  of  that  county, 
Note  also  that  his  sons  were  named  Samuel  and  Benjamin,  both  of  which  were  common 
names  in  the  Shenandoah  Dur3t  family,  I  would  here  like  to  cay  r.  little  more  about 
similarities  of  names.  It  is  almost  as  important  as  the  written  record  according 
to  some  authorities.  Our  Cou3in  Nettie  Wysor,  in  her  history  of  the  V7ygor  family, 
aaysj  "Now  I  have  learned  that  in  genealogical  research  one  of  the  surest  pointers 
to  authenticity  is  the  persistence  of  first  names.  It  is  almost  as  reveal mm  rs

finger-prints,”  In  each  of  these  lines  \7hich  we  believe  to  have  come  from  the 
brothers  of  Shenandoah,  we  find  a  persistence  of  the  sano  first  names.  Then  it 
is  a  coincidence  that  each  one  of  those  wo  believe  to  have  been  the  brothers  of 
Shenandoah,  changed  hi3  name  to  -fcirst.  We  know  of  necessity  that  Samuel  and 
Benjamin  must  have  changed  their  names  to  Darst  from  seme thing  else,  for  there  are 
no  records  to  ehow  that  anyone  by  the  name  beret  either  imrii.g-'f'.ted  or  reeled  in 
America  before  1780,  Also,  in  connection  with  this,  the  children  of  Major  m.  u. 

Du3st  remembered  having  heard  their  father  referred  to  as  ’Major  Durst’  when  they 
were  children.  Then  too,  we  knov/  that  Abraham  and  David  both  went  from  Shenandoah 
and  changed  their  names  from  Durst  to  Darst*  Whyt  then,  would  not  Fawcej.  and 
Benjamin  bo  following  tho  example  of  their  brothers,  when  they  chat  L’  their  names 
to  Darst?  Lot  us  then  say  that  our  ace3tor,  Benjamin  Darst,  Sr- ,  ar,  ijjarin 
Durst  of  Shenandoah  County  were  one  and  the  same.  Thus,  believing  t*  benjamin 
Darst,  Sr.,  our  ancestor;  Samuel  Darst,  ancestor  of  the  Ohio  Darsts;  lawid  l^rst, 
ancestor  of  the  Texas  and  Missouri  Darsts;  Isaac  Durst;  Joseph  Durst,  A  u.L  Ihi!3t; 
Abraham  Darst,  ancestor  of  another  branch  of  Ohio  Darst sj  and  Mary  (Durst)  D-snerrran 
were  brothers  and  sister,  we  shall  leave  the  realm  of  speculation  ana  think  only  of  * 
the  actual  facts  known  to  the  present  generation. 


BENJAMIN  DARST,  SR, ,  bom  February  16,  1760  probably  in  Shenandoah 
County,  Virginia.  As  early  as  1702  he  owned  land  and  slaves  in  Goochland  County, 
Va. ;  however,  by  1792  he  had  moved  to  Bockbridgc  County,  Va.j  and  in  I7f6  was  a 


o  1797, 


resident  of  Lexington.  Though  he  moved  from  Goochland  County  sometime  prior 
it  appears  that  he  retained  a  portion  of  his  Goochland  holdings,  because  ne  stil] 
owned  property  there  n3  late  as  1811,  It  seems  that  he  was  rot  only  an  ex; ms 2 vo 
landholder  in  Rockbridge  and  Goochland  Counties,  but  also  owned  proper cy  *.r  nugucta 
County,  Va,,  as  his  name  appears  often  in  the  records  of  that  count 71  Net  only  was 
he  a  large  slave  and  land  owner,  but  he  also  owned  the  Blue  Ridge  Canal  im  at 
Lexington  as  early  as  1804.  We  also  believe  that  he  was  a  contractor,  for  we  know 
that  he  built  the  first  two  brick  mansions  in  Lexington  for  himself,  and  it  is

quite  possible,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  his  son  was  a  contractor,  cm.  h 
also.  Of  the  two  handsome  brick  homes  he  built.,  one  he  used  as  his  persona] 
residence  and  the  other  he  kept  as  an  investment*  One  ox  these  is  now  owned  by  the 
Robert  B.  Lee  Memorial  (Episcopal)  Church  and  is  occupied  Dy  the  rector  oi  that 
church.  He  was  a  prominent  member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church  and  at  his  douch 
left  a  large  sum  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  of  Education  of  the  General  Assembly 
of  the  Presbyterian  Church  of  the  United  States*  Reference  is  found  to  his  zit 
in  Lexington  in  Old  Virginia  by  Henry  Daley,  so  he  was  evidently  as  well:  known 
for  his  humour  as  was  his  son  Samuel.  My  attention  has  been  called  go  a  document 
to  be  found  in  the  archives  of  Rockbridge  County  in  which  Benjamin  Darst,  *'r. 
figures  and  which  Dr.  Id.  P.  Tompkins,  Rockbridge  County  historian,  calls  0 
” unique  document,  one  probably  not  to  be  found  anywhere  else.  1  It  is  a  case  of 
the  setting  free  of  a  slave  by  another  slave.  When  Thomas  Jefferson  received  n 
grant  giving  him  possession  of  Natural  Bridge,  he  built  a  small  log  house,  wn.5 cn 
is  still  intact,  but  enclosed  and  covered  by  the  present  "Jefferson  Co  iL  agt"  and 
placed  his  3lave  Patrick  Henry  in  charge  to  keep  the  property*  In  1815  Patrick 
bought  a  slave  called  Louisa  from  Benjamin  Darst,  Srt  „  and  made  her  his  wife  and 
1816  freed  her.  From  the  context  of  tho  coument  one  would  gather  that  Hr,  «ef* e^or 
or  some  of  his  friends  thought  it  a  groat  joke,  for  the  document  abounds  with  the 
most  sonorous  and  high— sounding  of  legal  phraesology.  benjamin  Darst-  ->r,?  married

She  was  long 
an  active  leader  in  r.issionary  work  and  taught  a  Sunday  school  class.  Ella  Temple 
Painter  died  Jan.  9r  1935  at  the  home  of  her  daughter  Ella  in  Dlountville,  Tenn.

JAMES  HHJRY  DARST,  bom  at  "Uysorton,"  his  grandfather’s  home  near  Dublin, 

Pulaski  County,  January  25,  1838.  After  attending  private  schools,  he^entered 
Montgomery  Academy,  graduating  in  1856,  at  which  time  he  delivered  a  declamation# 

Oh  Cctober  17,  1659  he  was  married  to  Margaret  Wesley  Trolinger  vbom  Sept.  28, 

1840,  "Trolinger  Place,"  near  Dublin;  died  Dec.  29,  1926-  ’Darst  Piace?  Dublin) 
at  the  home  of  her  parents,  John,  Jr.,  and  Mary  (Wygal )  Trolinger^  rear  IhiDlin, 
by  his  uncle,  Rev.  Isaac  N.  Naff.  By  the  early  part  of  1851  he  had  secured  a 
commission  as  major  in  the  158th  Regiment  of  the  Virginia  Militia  ana  c.uring  the 
latter  part  of  the  War  Between  the  States  also  served  as  Confederate  postmaster 
at  Dublin.  At  the  time  Union  troops  took  over  the  twon  he  had  returned  to  active 
duty  and  fled,  since  as  a  civil  and  military  officer  of  the  Confederate  States,  he 
was  subject  to  arrest  and  imprisonment.  His  wife  and  several  children  were  living 
over  the  store  at  that  time'and  were  ordered  by  the  enemy  to  move  to  the  home  of 
John  Trolinger.  He  was  in  business  with  his  father  until  very  soon  after  the  war, 
at  which  time  he  entered  the  drug  and  general  merchandise  business  at  Dublin  with 
Elbert  Trinkle,  establishing  the  firm  of  Darst,  Trinkle,  &  Cow  It  is  not^known 
where  he  obtained  a  knowledge  of  pharmacy,  but  practiced  it  throughout  his  life. 

Upon  the  removal  of  Mr.  Trinkle  to  Wytheville,  Va#,  the_  firm  became  Darst  & 

Steam 8,  the  partner  being  Dr.  J,  L.  Stearns  of  Salem,  tfa,^Not  long  afterward  he 
assumed  the  entire  business,  which  he  conducted  alone  until  a  few  years  before 
his  death,  at  which  time  he  took  in  as  a  partner,  Mr  Jacob  Trinkle^  on  account 
of  increasing  business.  The  firm  then  became  the  Dublin  Mercantile  Company. .At 
the  time  of  his  death  he  had  been  in  business  longer  than  any  of  his  competitors 
in  Pulaski  County.  James  H.  Darst  was  one  of  the  leading  spirits  in  the  founding 
of  the  Bank  of  Pulaski  County  (new  Dank  of  Dublin)  in  1900.  and  until  his  death 
was  a  leading  stockholder  in  that  institution.  As  an  agriculturalist ,  like  his 
father,  he  farmed  "Meadow  Brook;"  and  in  addition  the  numerous  acres  comprising 
his  estate  at,  and  a  small  ncrerago  near,  Dublin.  Major  Darst  represented  Pulaski 
County  in  the  House  of  Delegates  of  the  state  for  two  terms,  1683-1867,  and  filled 
numerous  minor  offices.  During  service  in  the  legislature  he  was  known  as  one  of 
the  most  conspicious  members  of  that  body,  served  on  many  of  the  most  important 
committees,  and  few  wielded  more  influence  than  he.  He  was  a  member  of  the  New 
Dublin  Presbyterian  Church  for  many  years  and  was  instrumental  in  establishing 
the  Dublin  Presbyterian  Church.  When  the  latter  was  organized  in  1873  he  was  ele¬ 
cted  deacon;  and  was  chosen  elder  and  ordained  the  following  year.  He  woo  clerk 
of  the  session  from  1877  to  the  time  of  his  death  and  was  long  superintendent  of 
the  Sunday  school.  Major  Darst  was  one  of  the  most  enthusiastic  members  of  the 
Masonic  Order  in  Pulaski  County  and  officiated  at  more  Mr. sonic  burial  services 
than  any  member  in  his  section.  In  evidence  of  the  high  esteem  in  which  his  fellow 
Masons  held  him,  his  own  funeral  was  largely  attended  hy  members  of  six  ledges 
from  throughout  Southwest  Virginia.  The  services  were  held  at  the  Dublin  lodge 
with  Col.  Samuel  Taylor  of  the  Pearisburg  Lodge  officiating. 

No  biographical  sketch  of  Major  James  Henry  Darst  would  be  complete  without 
notice  of  the  holdup  which  occurred  in  the  summer  of  1899  and  which  is  believed 
to  have  shortened  his  life  by  causing  heart  trouble.  It  was  the  second  time  the 
death  penalty  had  been  administered  in  Pulaski  County,  and  one  of  the  few  cases 
in  Virginia  court  annals  where  the  extreme  penalty  was  inflicted  in  a  holdup  when 
murder  was  not  committed.  A  negro,  Noah  Finley,  accosted  Maj.  Darst  on  the  street 
in  the  rear  of  the  Methodist  church,  along  which  there  were  none  other  but  the 
"ifcrst  Place,"  on  his  return  home  from  the  store  after  closing;  flashing  hie  gar., 
he  directed  the  Major  into  an  orchard  nearby;  where  the  negro  told  him  they  wcudd 
wait  until  the  town  folk  had  all  turned  in  and  then  they  would  return  to  the  store# 
where  Maj.  Darst  could  open  the  dorr  and  safe  for  him.  Ihjcr  Darst ‘a  dramatic  escape 
i 8  told  in  th»  following  extract  from  a  newspaper  article.  "A  stile  led  o\  -r  the 
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with  conditions  thereabouts  than  was  his  assailant,  and  apparently  taking  the  negro 
by  surprise,  instead  of  heading  ihto  the  orchard,  jumped  into  his  yard  and  ran* 
Several  shots  sent  after  him  went  wild  and  thus  he  escaped*  The  negro*  realizing 
the  shots  in  the  stillness  of  the  night  would  attract  attention,  fled.  News  cf  the 
attack  quickly  spread  and  a  man-hunt  was  on.  Peter  Simon,  who  was  then  engaged  in 
the  hotel  business  at  East  Radford  and  now  a  resident  cf  Washington,  was  in  Dublin 
that  evening  awaiting  the  night  passenger  train,  when  news  of  the  holdup  -reached 
him*  The  train  stopped  at  Melbcmc,  a  flag  stop  about  two  miles  east  of  Dublin*  and 
a  negro  sauntered  on.  Mr,  Simon  had  his  suspicions  and  passing  the  seat  of  the 
suspect  he  incidentally  let  drop  a  cojqj  and  striking  a  match  in  apparent  search, 
he  noticed  the  negro’s  shoes  were  dusty  and  that  he  was  perspiring  freely.  Keeping 
an  eye  on  the  culprit  unti  the  train  reached  Radford,  he  reported  the  case  to  the 
police  and  Finley  was  arrested,  “’rought  tc  the  Pulaski  County  jail,  a  threatening 
orowd  gathered,  but  on  being  assured  by  John  S.  Draper,  whe  was  then  the  young 
commonwealth’s  attorney,  taht  Finley  would  be  brought  to  trial,  they  dispersed.” 
Another  factor  thought  to  have  contributed  to  his  death  was  an  attempt  madebo  black 

mail  him.  Thi3  was  made  only  a  short  time  before  his  death  by  writing  anonymous 

letters  threatening  injury  and  damage  unless  money  was  paid,  A  few  weeks  before  his 
death,  he  stood  hatless,  talking  in  the  open,  contracted  a  cold  which  developed 
into  a  slight  case  of  pneumonia,  complicated  with  heart  trouble,  which  resulted 
in  his  death  at  twenty  minutes  after  twelve  O’clock  Christmas  morning,  December 
25,  1906  at  the  ”Darst  Place”  in  Dublin. 

From  throughout  Southwestern  Virginia  came  those  who  wished  to  pay  their  last 
tribute  to  this  noble  man,  thus  attesting  their  high  respect  for  him.  The  funeral 
took  place  at  the  Dublin  Presbyterian  Church  and  he  was  buried  in  the  Dublin 
Cemetery,  resting  place  of  his  wife’s  ancestors.  The  following  is  an  extract  from 
a  tribute  written  to  him  by  Mr.  John  H.  Sharp  of  Norfolk,  who  had  been  associated 
with  him  in  the  legislature,  ”,  ,  .  As  a  statesman,  or  rather  as  a  representative 

of  his  county  in  the  counsels  of  his  native  state,  ho  ranked  with  the  highest  and 
his  ability  and  integrity  gained  for  him  his  true  position  with  his  peers.  His 
modesty  and  indifference  to  popular  applause  alone  prevented  him  from  occupying 
positions  of  greater  trust,  for  which  nature  had  so  generously  fitted  him.  No  can 
within  the  broad  limits  of  Southwest  Virginia  was  more  justly  held  in  higher  eBteem 
that  was  this  splendid  specimen  of  the  Virginia  Christian  gentleman.  Rut  it  was 
not  in  hi3  public  career,  bright  and  radiant  as  it  was  ,  that  his  character  shone 
most  resplendent ly,  Blessed  with  the  companionship  of  one,  who,  with  his  offspring, 
contributed  to  an  enviable  home  life,  he  never  withheld  from  his  Creator  the 
outpourings  of  a  grateful  heard.  Dorn  and  reared  in  the  Alleghenies  whose  lofty 
peaks  taught  men  to  look  upward.  Associated  from  his  infancy  with  such  yeomanry 
of  sturdy  truth  and  nagged  honesty,  I  beg  here  tc  recall  the  old  men  of  his  time 
whose  precepts  and  example  he  was  wont  to  follow  and  imitate,  such  characters  whose 
influence  for  good  and  whose  aid  to  moral  developement  and  prosperity  of  Pulaski 
County  has  extended  even  to  this  generot ion.  Can  any  county  beast  of  better  or  truer 
citizens  in  all  that  tends  to  the  welfare  of  a  people  than  Mr.  William  Miller,  da3, 

F.  Miller,  Jno,  K.  Miller,  Frank  Dell,  C.  J.  Jordan,  Thomas  King,  the  Glendys,  the 
Darsts,  and  the  Trolingers.  Among  the  friends  and  associates  ofhis  own  set  were 
Jas.  T.  Trolinger,  Chas.  H.  King,  Sidney  Pointer,  John  N,  Caddell,  Dr.  John 
Baskerville  and  all  other  lives  conspicicus  in  their  day  and  generation  for  the 
possession  of  qualities  of  head  and  heart  worthy  of  immitaticn.  Major  Darst  has 
transmitted  to  his  children  the  precious  legacy  of  an  honored  name  •  • 

aba,  JOHN  CHANDLER  DARST  II,  bom  February  7,  1861  in  or  near  Dublin,  Va.  Attended 
the  Walker  Academy;  and  later,  the  Daltimoro  College  of  'fed i cine,  Baltimore,,  Mde, 
where  graduated  in  May  1882  with  the  degree  of  doctor  of  medicine.  Dr.  Dars'a 
practiced  medicine  in  Pulaski,  Va.  from  1682  until  1896,  at  which  time  he  moved  to 
Bland,  Va.,  where  he  owned  a  drug  store.  After  living  at  Bland  he  removed  abcu^  l^Cl 
to  Pocahontas,  Va.,  and  from  there  to  r.  farm  on  New  River  near  Bluff  City,  Va.  in 
1904.  At  Pocahontas  he  became  a  member  of  the  Masonic  Order.  In  Bluff  City  he 
continued  private  practice,  but  in  addition  bought  a  large  fruit  farm  and  became 
8urgeon— on— call  for  the  Norfolk  &  Western  Railroad,  In  1909  he  began  specializing 
in  rectal  diseases  and  opened  an  office  at  Roanoke,  Va., where  he  spent  three  days 
of  each  week.  In  1910  he  moved  his  family  t  Roan  ko,  where  they  lived  for  one  year, 
st  the  end  of  which,  they  removed  t3  a  homo  Dr.  Darst  had  built  on  the  Williamson 
Road,  near  Roanoke,  at  which  place  he  operated  a  truck  farm.  After  about  one  year 
he  returned  to  Roanoke,  remained  for  one  year,  ana  moved  to  a  large  farm  at  Villa 
Weights,  a  suburb  of  Roanoke.  During  the  tine  ho  resided  at  Villa  Heights,  in  order 
to  irrigate  his  truck  garden.  Dr.  Darst  installed  one  of  the  first  overhead 
irrigation  systems  in  that  district;  established  and  operated  the  Villa  Heights 
i ry ,  which  served  the  City  of  Roanoke;  and  founded  a  meat  business  in  Hoanoke, 
teiown  as  the  Sanitary  Meat  Market,  In  1916  he  purchased  the  old  BDack  Horse  Inn  at 
Noll in s,  Va. ,  where  he  moved,  after  converting  the  old  glace  into  a  residence.  Here 
he  entered  into  the  tan— bark  business,  planted  fin  extonsivo  orchard  of  peaches  and 
apples,  find  established  a  large  chicken  farm.  During  the  time  he  lived  on  the 
williamecn  Road,  at  Villa  Heights,  and  at  Hollins,  -jr.  Darst  had  continued  to 
apocializo  in  Roanoke,  and  in  1918  took  special  courses  at  the  University  cf  Chicago, 
Chicago,  Illinois.  In  1917  he  moved  back  to  Roanoke,  whore  ho  begin  an  intensive 
Program  that  was  to  make  him  known  throughout  the  Southwestern  part  of  the  state*

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Dr.  Darst  was  a  well-known  lecturer  and  author  of  many  works  on  government  and 
religion.  As  a  child  he  was  a  member  of  the  Methodist  Church  and  as  a  young  man 
joined  the  Church  of  Christ;  however,  upon  removing  to  a  town  where  there  was  no 
Church  of  Christ,  he  rejoined  the  Hethodist.  He  was  a  steward  in  several  Methodist 
Churches  and  a  Sunday  school  teacher.  Dr,  Darst  married  (l'  S„  Addie  Wilson 
( bom  June  10,  1858;  died  August  5,  1891)  i*ay  7.6,  1092.  Married  ‘.2)  Elizabeth

Va,  After  serving  as  corporal,  private,  and  sergeant  of  that  organization,  he  was 
transferred  to  Company  F,  14th  Regiment,  C,  S.  A.,  on  Jan.  29,  1864.  Accidently 
wounded  near  Liberty,  Va.,  June  17,  1864,  he  was  sent  home.  While  the  command  was 
resting  in.  the  weeds,  their  guns  stacked  against  trees,  he  and  several  others  were 
sitting  on  a  log  when  accidently  a  soldier  stumbled  ever  the  stacked  guns,  one  of 
which  fell  and  went  off,  hitting  him  after  passing  through  the  clothes  of  several 
others  on  the  log.  The  bullit  went  through  his  hip  and  was  thought  to  have  lodged 
in  or  near  his  spinal  column.  It  was  never  extracted  and  became  a  running  wcu&d 
the  rest  of  his  life,  having  to  be  dressed  twice  daily.  After  his  marriage  he 
resided  at  "Sunnyside"  until  about  1871,  vfcen  he  moved  to  Mercer  Ceunty^ith  his 
father  and  sister.  About  1873  he  returned-  with  his  family  to  "Sunnyside  from 
the  "Gordon  Place"  (his  home  in  Mercer  County),  but  shortly  thereafter  moved  to 
Dublin,  where  he  became  associated  with  tho  Norfolk  and  Western  Railroad  as  conduc¬ 
tor.  Prior  to  this  time  he  had  been  farming,  but  was  forced  by  the  severcty  of  ^ 
his  wound  to  find  some  lighter  type  of  work.  He  was  known  as  "Captain  John  Darst, 
because  of  service  ns  conductor.  About  1877  the  family  moved  to  Lynchburg,  Va.,  in 
order  that  Chptain  Darst  would  be  at  home  at  the  end  of  his  run.  In  1689  they 
moved  to  Pulaski,  Va*,  when  he  became  conductor  on  the  Cripple  Creek  Line ,^abranch 
of  the  N.  &  V/.,  cut  of  Pulaski  to  Ivanhoe  and  Chestnut  Yard.  Captain  John  Darst 
was  originally  a  member  of  the  Presbyterian  Church,  but  after  his  marriage  became 
a  Methodist.  Because  of  irregularity  of  railroad  work,  he  was  never  able  tc.  hole  a 
church  office,  though  his  children  remeber  his  using  a  tuning  fork  to  lead  the 
singing  at  tho  church  in  Mercer  County.  At  the  time  of  his  death  he  was  a  third 
degree  Ifcson  and  was  buried  with  full  Masonic  rites.  He  was  married  while  on  furlough. 
Feb,  10,  1864,  by  his  uncle.  Rev.  Isaac  N.  Naff,  to  Mary  Euphemia  Yost  (born  Dec. 

20,  1641;  died  Feb:  5,  1930),  daughter  of  James  Lockhart  and  Nancy  E.(Vygai)  Yost. 

She  was  a  first  cousin  to  Margaret  (Trolinger)  Darst,  and  they  Were  both  related 
to  Margaret  J.  (Miller)  Darst,  Their  grandfather's  (James  VJygnl’s)  father  was. 
Sebastian  Vygal,  a  brother  to  Mr.  VJillinm  Miller’s  m.  ther,  Margaret  (Uygr.l)  Miller. 
John  Benjamin  Darst  died  Feb.  27,  1897  from  blood  poison  caused  by  the  fact  that 
his  old  wound  had  stepped  discharging  sometime  prior  to  that  time.  He  was  buried 
in  the  family  plot  at  the  Pulaski  Cemetery.  There  was  perhaps  no  one  mere  beloved 
by  all  and  as  well-known  for  his  great  kindnesses  than  John  3.  Darst.  Many  stories 
are  told  of  the  lengths  he  would  go  to  in  order  tc  do  a  kindness  for  someone.

He  resigned  his  commission 
to  return  to  Natchez,  where  he  enlisted  in  the  2nd  Mississoppi  Volunteer  Infantry, 
which  was  ordered  to  Florida  to  enter  the  7th  Army  Corps  under  General  Fitzhugh 
Lee,  for  service  in  the  war  with  Spain.  He  did  not  see  active  service,  as  peace 
was  declared  and  he  returned  to  his  former  position  with  the  U,  S.  Engineers,  Fear 
the  pact  twenty  years  he  has  been  located  in  private  engineering  business  at  Nat¬ 
chez,  His  last  large  engineering  project,  completed  two  years  ago  (1940),  was  the 
moving  of  the  town  of  Vidalia,  Louisiana,  two  miles  back  from  the  river.  H.j  13 
affiliated  with  the  Presbyterian  Church,  Masonic  Order,  and  the  Prentiss  Club,

promising  boy  of  superior  talent  in  school.**  In  I860  he  joined  the  Methodist  Church# 
Re  was  one  of  the  first  to  Teerpoirt  -to  JirgiciA**  call  for  troops  and  joined  Captain 
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Jamee  A,  Walker’s  Comonay  (Pulaski  Guards),  4th  Regiment  Virginia,  Infantry,  which 
subsequently  became  Company  ^  4th  Regt„,  Virginia  Infantry,  C.  S.  A.,  on  April 
17,  1861  at  Newbem  as  Cerpai-al  ana  left  with  them  for  the  war  on  April  23,  1961, 
He’aaw  action  at  the  fir  at  Battle  of  Mannnssas,  and  it  is  said,  had  his  gun 
shattered  and  took  up  a  dead  comrade’s  arm*  for  the  remainder  of  the  battle.  After 
the  battle  he  was  detailed  to  care  for  a  wounded  friend.  The  duty  occunied  him 
for  a  number  of  weeks,  until  the  death  of  the  patient,  whereupon  he  returned  to 
service  very  much  exhausted  and  in  a  few  days  contracted  typhoid  fever*  There  was 
no  room  in  the  hospital,  sc  he  was  put  under  the  care,  together  with  several  others, 
of  one  of  his  comrades;  who,  though  ordered  to  take  them  to  Richmond, ^allowed  them 
to  tot urn  home.

cb.  JOHN  WELCH  DARST,  bom  August  28,  1843  on  Back  Creek,  Pulaski  County.  Like  his 
brother,  ho  was  sont  away  to  school  and  returned  aftor  his  father’s  second  marriage. 
When  the  war  broke  out,  though  only  seventeen,  ho  prevailed  over  the  protests  of 
family  and  friends  and  enlisted  with  his  brother  on  April  17,  1861  at  Newbem  in 
the  Pulaski  Cuards.  He  was  also  in  the  first  Battle  of  Mannassas  and  narrowly  miss¬ 
ed  being  wounded,  his  sleeve  having  been  pierced  by  a  ball.  It  is  said  that  as 
soon  ns  news  of  the  battle  reached  Pulaski  County,  Major  T.  W.  Darst  immediately 
Bet  out  for  the  battlefield,  expecting  to  find  hi3  sons  as  casualties;  however, 
unon  reaching  Lynchburg,  he  learned  that  they  were  safe  and  went  on  to  spend  a  few 
days  with  them.  Not  having  the  care  of  his  elder  brother  aftor  the  battle.  Private 
John  W.  Darst  exposed  himself  more  than  he  could  bear,  but  was  too  bravo  to  put 
himself  on  the  sick  list.  He  was  put  on  guard  duty,  the  night  being  dars  and  rainy, 
he  became  so  exhausted  that  he  was  almost  insensible  and  sat  under  a  tree  to  screen 
himself  from  the  storm.  When  the  relief  guard* arrived,  they  were  within  r.  few 
steps  of  John  before  he  arose  and  hailed  them*  They  reported  him  asleep  on  duty  and 
he  was  arrested  and  put  under  guard,  but  in  a  few  days  it  was  discovered  the  t  he 
vas  n  victim  of  fever  and  he  me  eent  to  tho  hospital.  However,  the  a«°»t  ^^eaa 
nude,  and  Contain  Gardner,  fearing  the  consequences,  thought  it  host  to  a.re  hie 
father.  When  this  news  arrived,  the  citizens  of  Pulaski  Scanty  gathered  and  signed 
a  petition  on  behalf  of  the  unfortunate  youth  and  both  Captain  Gardner  and  Colonel 
James  Preston  gave  letters  of  advice.  Major  T,  W.  Darst  and  Mr,  William waller, 
John’s  grandfather,  immediately  -  sot  out  for  Mannassas  Junction,  wnere 
lad  in  the  hospital.  Next  morning  he  was  sent  to  Greenwood.,  where  Dr,  hallow  gave 
him  a  sick  furlough  and  delivered  him  to  the  care  of  his  father  and  grandfather, 

When  his  first  furlough  expired.  Dr.  Hallow  gave  him  an  additional  fifteen  day  one, 
not  thinking  him  able  to  leave  home;  however,  he  insisted  on  returning  sooner,  s 
soon  as  news  was  received  that  his  trial  was  due  to  come  up,  the  Major  started  for 
Winchester,  though  greatly  incapacitated  by  grief  and  neuralgia.  He  was  ably 
defended  at  Winchester  by  two  dinst inguished  lavvyers  and  was  returned  in  honor  to 
his  post.  Later  he  re&nlisted  for  the  duration  of  the  war  and  r^*™ed  f° 

a  thirty  days  leave.  He  was  in  the  defense  of  Richmond,  at  the  Battle  of  Cedar 
Bun,  and  was  again  summoned  to  Mmnnssas  for  the  second  battle.  Here  he  was  struck 
in  the  leg  by  a  piece  of  shell  just  below  the  right  hip,  shattering  the  bone  and 
passing  through  the  other  side.  When  told  ho  would  not  live,  he  ref useu  any 
tfeadening  drug,  wishing  to  keep  his  mind  clear  to  tho  last.  Mortification  egr 
to  set  in  and  he  asked  the  doctor  to  amputate  his  leg.  He  died  during  t  e  oper_viiagr 
on  September  8.  1862,  near  the  field  of  bottle.  Tho  Jfajo riiti cot  receive 
of  the  battle  until  Several  days  after  it  was  over.-  and  though  still  sick,  n  set 
out  for  the  battlefield  immediately.  Ho  arrived  within  one  miles  of  Albio  .^n  u.- 

on  old  acquaintance,  who  gave  him  the  sad  nows  and  informed  him  that  his  sen 
been  decently  burled  by  his  comrades  in  a  churchyard  near  whore  ho  had  fallen.
